young congressional hopefuls, 
Republican Bill. Thomas and 
Democrat Bob Sogge, made an 
appearance to answer questions 
from a moderate-sized audience 
at Bishop's high school libra¬ 
ry, “either seemed able to 
evoke the gut response that 
moves audiences to cheering 
enthusiasm. In Inyo County, 
at least, not too many people 
could work up a big thing ov¬ 
er the B-l bomber, although 
the issue still plays well in 
Palmdale. Both Thomas and 
Sogge still leave the Inyo 
voters with the uneasy feel¬ 
ing that everything that 
counts to them is probably on 
the other side of the mount¬ 
ain - over where the oil and 
the big farms are.

courthouse, or what people may hope will go 
on there next year, well, that’s another mat¬ 
ter o The real issues, judging by the news of 
the past year have to do with red-tape, cost¬ 
ly duplication of effort in several depart¬ 
ments, conflicts and lack of direction in a 
number of planning and zoning issues, and, 
increasingly, a low ebb in county employee 
morale* 

But the local supervisorial candidates 
have little to say about any of these, opting 
ins tead to leap on the current popular natim- 
al bandwagon ("Cut taxes, cut costs," etc*) 
and to take personal snipes at each other* 

If the present county administration bemoaned 
the passage of Proposition 13, they're now 
happily taking advantage of it - blaming ev¬ 
ery cutback and every penny-pinch (No wage 
increases for any county workers) on it; it 
was a clas sir example of trimming the fat at 
the bottom, not near the top where it was 
needed* (^hey did concede the fact that the 
use of county cars had gone beyond all reas¬ 
on and so the daily commuter'caravan from Big 
Pine and Bishop has ended)* 

Hotly debated locally is the three-way 
race between Incumbent Y&lma Muth and the two 
challengers who would take her seat as the 
supervisor of the county's District Three. 


It was brought about 
when Supervisorial 
Hopefuls Roger Glad¬ 
den and Moe Jacobson 
tied for second place 
in the June election, 
and Incumbent Muth 
failed to get a maj¬ 
ority. Before it was 
over, the supreme

continues." 

How so, he was asked. "It's very simple 0 
personal interests and business commitments 
cloud a decia. on-maker's judgement. I don't 
have those commitments; my opponents do.” 

But the other third district candidate, 
Roger Glidden, thinks he's the best choice 
because, as he said, "I have a better handle 
on the inside of county government. Most sup¬ 
ervisors don't take the time to really see how 
tilings operate, and they then make unreason¬ 
able requests...waste staff time 0 " Does he 
see the three-way race as a problem? "The pub¬ 
lic changes from day to day. There's a vast 
number that are undecided; I'm trying to reach 
them." The candidate, asked about "county" is¬ 
sues, said a prime concern of his is the Inyo 
Planning Department* "It's a monster; too 
much staff, too little organization." 

Over in the other contested district, 
the first. Incumbent Herbert London found 
himself on June 7 in a heated run-off with 
H«B. "Lefty" Irwin, the outspoken arch-con¬ 
servative of the Property Owners Association. 
So far, it's a close race, but London says 
he will win because of "experience and back¬ 
ground." He mentioned the controversial ad¬ 
ministrator's office in context with his "ex¬ 
perience" claim. "Without experience we would 
have a dictatorship of the 'fourth estate' (a 
reference to the administrative officer). Ad¬ 
ministrators go on and on; without experience 
on the board, they get powerful. I can offer 
a balance of power." 

Irwin is counting on a recent tendency 
of voters to defeat incumbent officials. He 
points out that London has had the supervis¬ 
orial post for 12 years - long enough, in Ir¬ 


win's view. He says incumbents used to hold an 
an advantage, but no more. Irwin offers a new 
(in Inyo) idea for supervisorial authority; 
that each supervisor should be assigned one or 
more county departments for direct involvement 
with county operations. And what does he have 
that London doesn't? "I have involvement and 
participation. London rarely attends public 
meetings. I've contributed a lot to our comm¬ 
unity. And my interests in Bishop are not con¬ 
fined to ny district lines. Issues in the en¬ 
tire area affect my district. 

"I 'll be knocking on doors until ny 
knuckles come apart," says Irwin. And, in that 
position, he may profit; London has done lit¬ 
tle by way of "person-to-pe r3on" campaigning 
on a door-to-door basis. 

All the candidates are using the media 
for advertising, although in rural area3 ad¬ 
vertising alone does little more than serve as 
a reminder of "names." London this past week 
stole a march on Irwin by placing a printed 
ad in the ballot material mailed out by the 
county clerk's office, a procedure hotly con¬ 
tested by Irwin and his supporters, although 
the clerk assured callers that it was "perfect¬ 
ly legal," with London footing the bill. 

Most of the local media turned out last 
week for the "candidates' night" sponsored by 
the League of Women Voters at Bishop. Among 
the reporters there was Bishop Publisher Todd 
Watkins. In his report of the meeting, pub¬ 
lished this week, Watkins wrote that the can¬ 
didates "were similar in their views." 

And at least until they get down to real 
issues, so it might seem. The problem seems to 
lie in the fact that all are talking so much 
nobody can hear veiy well what they are real¬ 
ly saying.

"SETTING THE RECORD STRAIGHT": 

A FORMER DA SUPPORTS LONDON'S DWP STAND 

To the Editor: 

Recently, since the election campaigns 
got underway last spring, there has been a lot 
of talk about "conflict of interest." I'd like 
to help set the record straight. Not long ago 
I had occasion to talk to Herbert London, the 
supervisor of District 1, and we reminisced a- 
bout some of the history concerning the pumping 
of Owens Valley groundwater. I was District At¬ 
torney for the County of Inyo when the litigat¬ 
ion was instituted by the county, and had the 
honor to represent the Board and the County 
through the early proceedings in both the Sup¬ 
erior Court and before the Appellate Court 0 

I am aware that in some circles, concern 
is shown about members of local government be¬ 
ing lessees of the City of Los Angeles, and how 
this might affect the performance of their dut¬ 
ies and deliberations where Los Angeles is in¬ 
volved. First of all, when the board decided 
to pursue Inyo's legal and ecological interests 
in the court, the supervisors board was compos¬ 
ed of Jack Hopkins, "Jigs" Jacobs, Robert Fish¬ 
er, Walt Rollins and Herbert London. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, London is the only supervisor now 
sitting on the board of supervisors who voted 
for the initiation of the suit that established 
Inyo County's rights under law. The suit was 
initiated in 1973, and, I am happy to say, has 
been pursued by the County ever since. At no 
time while I was advising the Board did any 
supervisor manifest an intention to do anything 
but for the good of the County and its citizens 
first and foremost. As some may remember, there 
was more to it than just authorizing me to file 
and proceed with a lawsuit. There were also 
numerous trips to Sacramento, and in fact, the 
original Superior Court hearing on the issue 
was attended by the Board of Supervisors. 

In conclusion, I can state that the Board 
of Supervisors, after due deliberation, auth¬ 
orized the filing of the suit and provided ev¬ 
ery help that I, as District Attorney, needed 
to push it forward to a successful conclusion. 
But for the Board and its courageous stand in 
1973, Inyo County would not have secured the 
protection of the Courts of this State in help* 
ing to preserve the environment of Inyo County. 

, You as editor, or Mr. London as supervi¬ 

sor, may quote these statements to anyone at 
any time concerning my views as I have express¬ 
ed them.

DARWIN WATER: 

STILL AN ISSUE 

To the Editor: 

How can a small group of people be so 
selfish as to deny a whole town the right to 
survive?

Nsrnely, what most Californians take for grant¬ 
ed: W A T E R. 

For you anti-water Darwin residents, 
there is a vast expanse of land just U5 miles 
north of Darwin called Saline Valley; with 
very little water and no people. I would sug¬ 
gest you move out there and leave Darwin to 
those who have labored long and hard for the 
simple privilege of having water when they 
need it.

A YOUNG WOMAN IS IN INYO COUNTY JAIL charged 
with Inyo's sixth homicide of 1978. She is 
identified as 26-year-old Evin Lappus who on 
Wednesday afternoon turned a magnum revolver 
on her step-father, A1 Dumey, US, and shot 
him several times. Her motive for the killing 
was a much-rumored matter by week's end, but 
there was no official substantiation to the 
speculation about rape or incest; most offic¬ 
ials in the case were keeping a lid on the 
case - as usual in homicide matters here - al¬ 
though Sheriff Floyd barton did say that she 
had "taken advanatage of her right to remain 
silent." Lappus appeared for an arraignment 
on Thursday and her attorneys entered a dual

A SAN FRANCISCO NEWSPAPERMAN, GRAI BBECHIN, has researched the sad situation at 
Mono Lake and writes that "one brick in every L 03 Angeles toilet tank would 
save Mono Lake." In other words, only the slightest effort on the part of L.A. 
would preclude the "need" to drain off Mono’s feedwater streams to the lake. 

But instead of suggesting, much less demanding, a simple water-saving proced¬ 
ure, the Department of Water and Power opts - predictably - to continue its 
drain of the streams. DWP Assistant Manager Paul Lane agrees that Mono Lake is 
"an overall big problem," but that it will "establish itself at a lower depth,, 

-^t is a problem, but it will not dry up 0 " Brechin, and a great number of oth¬ 
ers, specialists in their several scientific fields, disagree. Brechin says 
"It will be a far different place, a shrunken, oil lake in a plain of barren 
chemical snow 0 " Already it may be too late for Negit Island's gull rookery, the second largest 
in the world: It was learned in the past two weeks that the formerly isolated island once ag¬ 
ain has a "land-bridge" leading out to it because of the lowered water level. Coyotes and 
snakes and rats now have easy access to the island - and to the gull's nests.

INYO COUNTY, AND FOR THAT MATTER, THE ENTIRE STATE OF CALIFORNIA, is trying to encourage film 
producers to shoot their films "locally." But the bureaucrats are working against their ef¬ 
forts. The Motion Picture Development Council recently passed a resolution "deploring the 
Bureau cf Land Management for excessive charges for filming on its land." For movies, or for 
television filming, here's what BLM rakes in: General property use, $200 per day; Each small 
vehicle, $13’ per day; Large vehicle, $23; Each camera, $63; Each person on set, $3; BLM per¬ 
sonnel if needed (and who needs BLM for anything?): wages plus 23$.

Religion in terms of God’s tangible nearness

weekend. The scheduled conference has been un¬ 
der discussion by local pastors for several 
months. 

And what, Mabon was asked, is the state 
of religion in Inyo today? Not surprisingly, 
he replied that "this county is like any oth¬ 
er. 

"There is every aspect of Christianity 
here, from the ’charismatic experience’ to the 
more traditional doctrines. Because it is a 
small area, there is more working together." 

But outside the church-as-organization 
there are a number of ’independent’ Christi¬ 
ans, says Mabon. Another Bishop religious lea¬ 
der, a spokesman for the ministerial associa¬ 
tion, had called them "hermit Christians," 
those who belong to no specific organized con¬ 
gregation. 

The trend of "independents" is also on 
the increase throughout the country, not only 
among Christians, but also among Jews and oth¬ 
er religious philosophies. The "independents" 
break from tradition, but maintain their be¬ 
liefs; many are anti-ritual, practicing their 
faiths in the market-place rather than in the 
pew. 

The emphasis, says Mabon, now lies in 
"a personal relationship" with God. Many "in¬ 
dependents claim disillusionment with tradit¬ 
ional organization. But Mabon, whose own ini¬ 
tiation into Christianity began with the "Je¬ 
sus .People," finds a balance between the two, 
working closely with "organized" churches and 
also with the "independent" Christians. The 
books on the shelves of his store cater to 
both camps. 

Mabon joined the "Jesus Movement" nine 


Christianity: 

A new emphasis 

years ago in Eureka, California, and pastored 
a church in that area. He came to Inyo County 
only three years ago. Since then - due per¬ 
haps to his own dedication and a "charisma" 
that seems to communicate itself in his talk-* 
ing and his writing - he has enjoyed a popu¬ 
larity and an influence here seldom accorded 
"newcomers." Each month he publishes a news¬ 
letter, the High Sierra Epistle, mailed from 
Bishop by "Restoration Ministries." As relig¬ 
ious publications go. Epistle reveals within 
its typewritten columns a sophistication and 
depth beyond that of most sectarian pamphlets, 
and is widely read, locally, by readers both 
in and out of "Christianity." 

What brought Mabon to Inyo? 

"tfell," he replies without pretense or 
pedagogy, "I hope it was the Lord. We felt a 
time of release." 

It must have been a good move; his book¬ 
store, located in pleasant, new quarters in 
the building at 699 West Lino Street, is well- 
stocked and apparently prosperous - a compat¬ 
ible blending between matters spiritual and 
profitable. If Mabon is a dedicated "religi¬ 
ous" person, he is also an apparently solid 
businessman. 

The weekend’s conference, called by its 
organizers the "High Sierra Christian Confer¬ 
ence," is to be held at Bishop’s Tri-County 
Fairgrounds. An evangelist more or less 
known among Christian groups. Bob Mumford, is 
on a program that ranges from preachments to 
pragmatics. Another minister, Campbell MeAl¬ 
pine, is also on the program with a music 
group by the name of "Daniel Amos." The lat¬ 
ter advertises a mixture of country-western 
and rock-and-roll music which of late has had 
strong appeal among the country's youthful 
"Jesus people." It is music, claims "Daniel 
Amos," geared "'within the limits of sound doc¬ 
trinal truths." 

Significantly perhaps, Mabon himself is 
not listed on the program of activities at 
the conference.
